The legislature finds that active mlitary
and naval veterans, reserve mlitary and naval veterans, and nati onal
guard nenbers called to active duty have served their country and have
risked their lives to defend the lives of all Americans and the
freedons that define and distinguish our nation. The legislature
intends to honor active mlitary and naval veterans, reserve mlitary
and naval veterans, and national guard nenbers who have served on
active mlitary or naval duty for the public service they have provided
to this country by making available to all eligible admtted veterans
a waiver of operating fees by a state wuniversity, a regional
university, The Evergreen State Coll ege, or the community coll eges as
a whole, to veterans who qualify under RCW 28B.
